General Leonard Wood Says 225.000 
to 350.000 Regulars Ample, 
if Supported 


Washington, Sept. IO —A regular 
army of 225,000 to 350,000, coupled 
with a system of universal military 
training that could provide an o rg an ­ 
ized reserve, is ample for the present 
needs of the country. Mal. Cen. l e o n ­ 
ard Wood, commander of the central 
department, declared 
today 
before 
the senate 
military 
committee. 
In 
making his recommendations. Gener­ 
al Wood disagreed with the more or 
less tentative war 
departm ent 
hill 
bused on a regular force of 500.OOO.% 


Amount of Training 
General Wood also differed front 
th" war department in the amount of 
training to be given reservists. 
He 
beld that three moot ha* training was 
too 
short 
and 
recommended 
six 
months. 
The one point on which he 
was In accord with the department 
appeared to he the end of a strong 
general staff. 
The central department com m and­ 
er also favored un independent air 
service, but did not approve creation 
of an air minister or cabinet officer 
to head the department.^ Th# 
air 
forces he said, worked at times with 
the army or the navy and at time 
alone, and under a separate organiz­ 
ation could be thrown wholly to the 
aid of either of these services as con­ 
ditions warranted. 


Sees Need of Reserves 
The main point in preparation of 
the army was to see that adequate* 
e quipment for 4,000,000 reserves \» as 
'•ii hand, he said, adding “ that was 
where we fell down in this war.*'

as proposed in the war departm ent 
bill, General Wood said the country 
would “ pay them, th a t’s all."

ease. It is recognized ttint only a com­ 
paratively small I tart of the men und 
women of the country are affected In 
this way, hut, as the legislators and 
others view lf, the part Is large enough 
to give concern. 
Affected by Unrest in Europe. 
This latter condition of things is at­ 
tributed by many to the unr*-'t In ret* 
tain parts of Europe, where bolshevism 
seems to have affected the minds of 
tile people and to have made them be­ 
lieve that happiness come from doing 
the lei!«t amount of work possible, and 
this naturally leads, .so it is said, to 
that further condition or state of mind 
which makes shirkers of men and 
women. 
It Is recognised by the men her** who 
have given consideration to lids condi­ 
tion of things that when w arid matters 
finaily settle down into ie me thing like 
normal there may be a readjustment 
of mental conditions nod ti change In 
the viewpoint of tbo^e who ***ern to 
think Just now that work, as work, is 
not worth while.

WORLDWIDE SHORTAGE OF 
62.000.000 TONS HE SAYS 


AU Europe Demanding Coal—We Arf 
Not Injuring Home C onsum er 
in Satisfying It, Witness 
Says. 


Washington (Special). — American 
coal producers, seeking to relieve a 
world wide shortage, are not 
send*' 
lug coal abroad in sufficient volume to 
deprive the American consumer, in tho 
opinion of Ii. Y. Saint, head of the 
shipping board's export department, as 
witness before tho senate sub commit­ 
tee the shipping hoard's official enti* 
situation, headed by Senator Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey. 
Mr. Saint submitted to the commit­ 
tee the shipping board s official esti­ 
mate of the extent of the world wide 
coal shortage, totaling 62,463,000 tons, 
most of which, if made up, he said, 
"presumably must be made up by the 
United States." 
Exclusive of ship 
meats to Canada, the United State* la 
exporting coal, he said, at the rate of 
about 7,000,000 tons a year 
This la 
a little more than one per cent of the 
total amount of bituminous coal prod­ 
uct in the country for a year. 
The World’s Need. 
According 
to 
Mr. 
Saint's figures 
Canada 
will 
need 
about 
16.153.000 
tons; France, 17,000,000 tons; Belgium, 
12,000,000 tons, which may be reduced 
later, as Belgium is rapidly restoring 
her mines; The Netherlands, 8,000,- 
000; 
China. 
3,135.000 
tons; 
Italy, 
6^000^000 to p i: Sweden, Norway Und 


other countries, many millions more. 
To help supply the needs of these and 
other countries, Mr. Saint stated, the 
shipping board had allocated to the 
coal trade 194 American ships of 929,- 
684 deud weight tons sh follows: 
In tho Swedish trade, 85,111 forts; 
to Swltterlond and the Netherlands, 
235,623 tons; to Denmark, 7,GOU tons; 
Italy, 
105,503 tons; 
France. 
138,380 
tons; 
South 
America, 207,512 tons. 
There was included in these fi gures, 
he satd, 103,661 tons in the coastwise 
or New England trade, which would 
have to be deducted from the total 
tonnage, leaving approximately 828.- 
OOO tuna engaged In the oversells trans­ 
portation of coal. 
These figures represented only ship­ 
ping board vessels, he said, or about 
30 per cent of the total 
"The export coal trade so far this 
year," Mr Saint said, "Is running a 
little behind the export trade of last 
year, owing to the dropping down of 
the Canadian trade. 
But tho foreign 
trade has increased over last year. 
By the time this year Is up we will 
have exported, I think, about 7,000,- 
OOO tons 
Dearth of Coal Is Groat. 
So great was the dearth of coal 
abroad, Mr. Saint asserted, that de­ 
mand 
had 
come 
from 
practically 
every European country, Including Hie 
British Isles, heretofore the chief coal 
exporting nation of the world. 
Eng 
land's inability to produce coal in pre­ 
war quantities, he thought, was pri 
martly responsible for the Increased 
demand on the bituminous coal pro­ 
ducers of the United States. 
"Her exports have dropped from 77^* 
000,000 tons of coal a year." he said, 
"to 23.0O0.OOO tons. 
It was the under­ 
standing that England was to take 
care of the Italian situation. 
I be­ 
lieve that conclusion was reached in 
Baris dhrlng the economic conference 
there. 
But 
England 
has 
radically 
failed to take care of the Italian situa­ 
tion. 
Italian imports of coal before 
the war were 10,000.000 tons annually. 
Last year England sent Italy 4,000,000 
tons and this year, up to date, she is 
doing very little better 
This leaves 
from 4.000,000 to 5,000,0000 to be sup­ 
plied Italy by other nations and we 
are practically the only nation that 
cun supply her that coal.” 
"Are we relieving England at our 
expense?" 
Senator 
Frelinghuysen 
asked. 
Not Depriving Horns Users. 
"lf you mean expense In the sons* 
of taking coal that should go to our 
own people,” replied Mr. Saint. "I do 
not believe that sufficient coal is going 
abroad to particularly injure our do­ 
mestic situation, 
If you look at our 
foreign shipments as a development of 
a legitimate foreign trade, which will 
mean a very great deal to this coun 
try In future years, I think we can well 
send what we are sending now, and 
considerably 
more, 
abroad 
at 
this 
time.” 
Mr. Saint said that "we are trying 
to distribute our tonnage equitably 
among the countries that need coal,"
